^affreeablo temperature, with very little

icliangRs andextended forests appear, where, 
itlio grass is not as abundant or tho rivers 
:BO large. Tho face of tho land is in this 
part something like Switzerland, with small 
;iake3, elevated mountuns and valuable 
.timber forests. 
Ho seems to think the 


Country capable of great development, for 
.he adds: "On tho plains there will jet be 
planted a great pastoral industry, whi'.e I 
believe the mountains will be found to con- 
tain valuable mineral deposits." 


Travelers' reports as to tho inliiibitaats-ot 


Tierra del Puogo have been conflicting. 
Borne visitors have reported the natives to 
bo utalwart, fine-looking men, and others 
have described them as small and abject be- 
ings. Darwin, whose scientillc investiga- 
tions were confined to tho south of tho coun- 
try, says that "ono can hardly believe 
them to be follow creatures and inhabitants 
of'the same world." 


On tho other hand, other erplorei-s in the 


North and Northwest describe the Fuegiaiis 
as powerful men of largo stature and warli ko 
instincts. This apparent, discrepancy seems 
to be due to the fac: that tho land is inhab- 
ited by two very distinct races of Indians. 
Mr, Brydgos, whose long residence in tho 
country enables him to speak with author- 
ity on this point, assures us that there ar« 
two ncparate and distinct tribes dwelling in 
Tierra del Fucpo. He calls them, as they 
call themselves, Onas and Yaligaus; tho 
former living in tlio North and tho latter In 
the South, 'i'bo Onas seem to bo almost 
Identical in character, manner and language 
with tho Tuehelcho Indians of Patagonia. 
Like them, they use bows and arrows 
in the chase and arc muscular, active acd 
well formed. Their number is now much 
reduced, an epidemic of measles having 
been very fatal among" them a few years 
ago, and the wholo tribe probably does not 
now number moro than five hundred per- 
sons, Thoy are nomadic and lire principally 
ia portable tents, covered with g*anaco 
skins. Mr. Popper did not form a high 
opinion of their intelleetHal faculties, judg- 
ing from tho primitive nature of their im- 
plements. He describes their tools as oon- 
•istlng for the most part of pieces of iron 
taken from some vessel tast on shore, and 
tied to pieces of wood by leather thongs. 
They have no oacocs and do not flsh, though 
they pick'ip on the shore such fish as aro 
left behind after heavy tides. Their only 
water vessels are large shells, but they dis- 
play some ingenuity in making arrows and 
baskets.
